interviews head of Ku Klux Klan 


In the little sugarcane town. of 
Clewiston, Florida, a meeting 
occured last month that might 
mark the end of an era. 

John Paul Rogers, the Grand 
Dragon for the United Klans of 
America, Inc., sat down to an 
interview with black newspaper 
editor Alma Henry. 

Jt was Rogers’ first interview 
- with any black newspapez editor, 
although he bad ` been publicly 
interviewed by black television 
reporters before. 

Rogers the epitome of a 
southern . businessman, dressed 
conservatively in suit and tie - 
appeared comfortable under M. 
Henry's questioning. Sitting in on 
the interview were. "wo other 
néwsmen and a black advertising 


burning of man’s estate, sexual 
molestation of the man’s wife, 
daughter, sister and mother. 

I can remember hearing of the 
castration of old men for pleasure; 
the castration of the wild young 
buck because he possessed the 
zest that could turn the head of

looked directly at "Miss Jane’. 

I remember sitting under that 
old shade tree hearing stories that 
brought tears to the eyes, a lump 
in the throat, a knot. in the 
stomach, and a hate for a white 
‘man that: would kill him dead on 
the spot if the inward rage had its 
way. 


To be black was to hate and

Rogers, head Grand Dragon of 
Florida of the Ku Klux Klansmen 
of America allowed me to relieve 
some of the hostile ` feelings 
toward the Klan by allowing me to 
interview him about the present 
activities of the United Klansmen 
of America. 


My first impression of Mr. 
Rogers was one of a very law

Klan of the '20's, '30's, '40's and 
the '50’s. 


ALMA: Mr. Rogers, since the 
United Ku Klux Klansmen of 
America are different from 
yesteryear's Klansmen, why don't 
the United Klansmen of America 
put on a public relation campaign 
to tell Blacks that the Klan is 
different and they have no reason 
to fear it? 

ROGERS; We haven't put on a 
public relations campaign, but we 
do go around speaking about what 
things we are doing, what social 
issues we are taking an active 
part in, espectally drug involve- 
ment. 

ALMA: Mr. Rogers, would the 
Klansmen let. Blacks in the 
organization, since the group is 
trying.to change its image? 

ROGERS: We encourage racial 
pride and integrity, and the Klan's 
application states 'white males,

ALMA: So, what's your stand 
on intermarriage? Do. you mean 
that if my peers. are white; that 
my social friends, working 
comrades are white, I'm to tell the 
heart, the emotions, not to become 
attached because ‘that is a white 
man? 

ROGERS: The Klansmen do not 
believe in intermarriage. Once you 
and a white man would marry, a 
crime would be committed against 
your children. They would be 
mulatto and the society would be 
against them. We have seen the 
racial violence that has increased 
in our schools through integration. 

ALMA: But isn't that because 
the child returns home after 
school to. be reminded that he is 
white, thus he is different from a 
black child? If the families (adults) 
would leave the children alone, 
they would not be so aware of the 
difference that supposedly exists, 
but_only of the shades of the skin, 
which wouldn't really matter to a 
child, ES 

ROGERS: I don't think the 
family has that much influence on 

the child. He spends eight hours 
at school, time for playing, TV 
watching in the evening; thus 
leaving the family less time for 
influencing, thus having the least 
influence on the child. 

I personally find æ lot of school 
textbooks in Florida promoting 
interracial marriages and I dont 
think that is good. 

ALMA; Mr. Rogers, what do 
you think the future holds for-the 
U.S. since Carter's election? 

ROGERS: I think the summer 
of 1977 shall see unrest as it did in 
the '60's because people are'fed up 
with the system and are now’ 

dissatisfied with Carter.

They are e: ially fond of 
citrus blossoms and many people 
become very concerned that they 
will lose all their crop to this 
chewing pest. 

A lot of people are concerned 
about spraying for this beetle since 


cause a find strippled appearance 
to the leaf and if you look on the 
underside you can make out the 
very tiny, reddish mites which can 
occur in‘ large numbers. Since 
mites feed by sucking the sap from 
the leaves and flowers, they can 
cause premature abortion of these 
and thereby greatly. weaken the 
ts. 


the chemical used to control these plan 


beetles also injures pollinating 
insects such as honey bees. Most 
people find that a citrus tree 
roduces such a large amount of 
Blossoms that the fact that they 
are eaten by these beetles does not 
significantly affect the overall 
amount of fruit that thé tree will 
produce. 


On many small plants it is 


sometimes advisable to pick these Th 


off by hand and destroy thém. On 
ornamental plants it is rélatively 
easy to control these beetles with 
sprays such as Malathion, Diazi- 
non, Spectracide of Sevin. 
Another chewing insect which 
has shown up causing a great deal 
of alarm is the small lubber grass- 
hopper. These are black with a 


yellow or stripe and can occur 
on many of: ornamental plants, 
especi . They have hatch- 


ed within the last three to four 
weeks and later in the summer 
they will mature into their familiar 
adult form which is orange with 
red’ and yellow markings. 
Remember that grasshoppers 
have very big appetites and 
inly need to controlled 
before they can do large’ amounts 
of . The sprays mentioned 
above for beetle control will also 
effectively control pers. 
On many ornamental plants we 
are also experiencing a large 
buildup of spider mites. These 


Ki 


Spider mites are a little more 
difficult to control than most of 
other pests ‘and here are some/of 
the chemicals that can be used 
effectively: Kelthane, Isotox and 
Cygon. These chemicals need to 
applied more than once to get 
good, effective control Mites can 
go through their complete life 
cycle from egg to adult in five to 
seven days under ideal conditions. 
erefore, it is important that you 
treat twice within a one week 
Period to kill any of the eggs that 
atch out after your first spraying. 


Another sucking pest that 1s 
building up very rapidly is aphids 
or plant lice. These attack succu- 
lent new growth and can be found 
concentrated in groups of hun- 
dreds on a tiny section of stem or 


leaf. These are very small, usually - 


about the size of a pin head, and 
come in a wide variety of colors 
with the predominant colors being 
green or gray. 

Aphids are very easy to control 
with almost any of our insecticides 
and even if not sprayed, once the 
tender growth has matured suffi- 
ciently, the aphids will no longer 
feed op H. To effectively control 
aphids it is important to time your
